two men were'shot, tied to a stake and 
burned. 


The .negro confessed and was shot 


full "of bullets, as he was burning at 
the stake. 


Four of the citizens who took White 


trom the workhouse, were shot, one fa- 
tally. 


When the mob formed, the warden 


called on the chief of police for help 
and 30 men responded. 


With a rush and a whoop squad 


after squad charged upon the work- 
house door with the improvised -bat- 
tering ram. 


At the tenth charge, the doors crash- 


ed in, and the mob charged into the 
hallway.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 23— John 


Mitchell, president ot the United Mine 
Workers of AmerlCtej-fs about to enter 
the literary field. He admitted Mon- 
day that he has been writing a book 
and that he expects to have it publish- 
ed within the next six months.
